It is true that it contains vo prohibition on the states 
to regulate foreign commerce. Nor was such a pro- 
hibition necessary ; for the words of the grant sweep 
away the whoie subject, and leave nothine for the 
states to act upon Whetever this is the case, there 
is no prohibitory clause interposed in the constitution. ’ 
Thus, the states are not prohibited from regulating 
the value of foreign coins, or fixing a standard of 
weights avd measures,for the very words imply a total 
unlimited grant. ‘The words in the present case are. 

to regulate commerce with foreign nations, and 
among the several states and with the tndian tribes.” 
LF congress can regulate commerce, what comme.ce 
can it not reguiate ?

TSE CAVES OF THE PIRATES. A letter from an off- 
cer on board the United States schooner Greyhound, ai 
ter Riviug an account of the defeat of the Pirates at Cay: 

Rives the following description of the caves «1 
c e, in which was found vari 
ous articles of plunder, female dresses, and some hu- 
man bones, the history of which, could it be known, 
would doubtless chill one’s blood with horror. 
ters at the base of a perpendicular cliff, directly under 
the position the pirates occupied, running in a horizov- 
tal direction about 140 feet, from 6 10 7 fect high, an? 


about the same in breadth, so intensely dark withii: 
that we were obliged to lizht several candles before we 


could discern objects in the deep recesses and winding: 
of the rocks. A large tree of liznumvite grows at the 
entrance, casting a deep shade around, adding a still 
greater gloom to the appearance of this romantic spot. 
Several other caves are uearthe saine place, one of 
which enters on the top of the clifls, which we descend- 
ed into by ropes to the perpendicular distance of filty 
or sixty feet, and finding room below capable of con- 
taining nearly 100 persons : all have traces of beings 
occupied. In some caves, articles of clothing were 
found, supposed to have been thrown in by ihe pirates 
in their retreat. Innumerable quantities of land crabs 
whabit these caves, and which have the power of 
crawling along the sides and roof with the ease of a fly. 
They retreated before us, and collected in the ex- 


tremity of the caves in such quantities as to fill 
large fissures in the rocks.”
